Declares T im e Is Ripe to End “ F la­

Albany, N. Y., Jan. 28.— S tate su ­ 
pervision for regulation of tho New 
York stock exchange and oth er ex­ 
chang es are advocated by G overnor 
Sulzer in a m essage se n t by him to 
th e legislature. 
T he tim e is ripe, in th e governor's 
opinion, for the state to step in and 
end “flagrant abuses, shifty s c h e m e s 
and clever com binations to ratc h the 
un w ary and to mislead the public." 
H e recom m ends the en actm en t of a 
group of laws, at least one of which 
shall provide im prisonm ent as a pen­ 
alty for its 
violation. 
T h ese law s, 
th e governor says, should apply to 
certain practices which 
have 
been 
shown to exist by the Mu Jo com m it­ 
tee and o th e r Investigators. 
“T he testim ony of som e of the gov­ 
erno rs of the exchanges,” G overnor 
Sulzer says, “ leaves no doubt in the 
m inds of m en of judgm ent that the 
exchanges either have been incapable 
or unwilling to devise m easures th at 
will effectively eradicate the evils. It 
is now the obvious duty of the state, 
it seem s to me, to devise th e rem ­ 
edies. 


O utlines Needed Legislation. 


Among the m easu res which Gover­ 
nor Sulzer would have emu ted into 
law are: 
A law to distingush clearly proper 
tra n sactio n s 
of 
p urchase 
and 
sale 
from tho se that are the result of com­ 
binations to raise or depress artifi­ 
cially the price of secu rities w ithout 
regard to th eir true value o r legiti­ 
m ate supply and dem and. 
A 
law 
to 
prohibit 
brokers 
from 
selling backw ard and forw ard am ong 
th em selv es 
blocks of 
a 
particular 
stock with in ten t to deceive or m is­ 
lead outsiders. 
A law to prohibit brokers from sell­ 
ing for th eir own account th e sam e 
stocks they have been ordered to buy 
for their cu sto m ers at the tim e the 
c u sto m e rs’ orders are executed. 
A law clearly prohibiting insolvent 
brokers from continuing to buy and 
sell after they become insolvent. 
A law m aking it a crim inal offense 
"to issue any statem e n t or publish any 
advertisement as to tho values of any 
stock or o th er security, or as to th e 
financial condition of any corporation 
or com pany issuing or about to issue 
stock or securities, where any prom ­ 
ise or prediction contained in such 
statem e n t o r adv ertisem ent is known 
to be false or to be not fairly justified 
by existing conditions.” 


Bucket S h o p s and Usury. 


G overnor Sulzer also recom m ends, 
but leaves to the legislature for deci­ 
sion, changes in existing laws and the 
e n a c tm e n t 
of 
new 
laws 
governing 
short sales, the hypothecation of se­ 
curities, bucket shops, usury 
under 
which head he classes th e raising of 
call money rates to m ore than ti lier 
cen t—the relations between exchanges 
and the consolidation of exchange*, in 
his m essag e he says in part: 
“It is now conceded by some of the 
officials th at a gambling taint is pres­ 
ent in som e of the tran saction s

" 8 0 long as tran saction s are not in­ 
tended to mislead and do not infringe 
upon the rights of others they should 
not be interfered with; but tra n sac­ 
tions that are frau du lent in their n a­ 
tu re should be rigorously prohibited 
“All necessary modifications of ex 
lsting laws for the protection of the 
investing public should be promptly 
m ade and all acts productive of such 
losses which are now merely u m atter 
of civil 
liability should

Mr. Scranton told of the steel rail 
pools which existed in the steel trade 
before the corporation w as organized, 
in which the C arnegie Steel com pany 
was invariably a m em ber. It appeared 
from his testim ony th a t A ndrew Car­ 
negie was responsible for th e dissolu­ 
tion of m ost of th e pools. 
“Did A ndrew C arnegie s m ethod of 
com petition give rise to any feeling 
on 
the p art 
of 
th e m anu factu rers 
against his continuance In th e busi­ 
n e ss ? ” asked ii. E. Colton of counsel 
for the governm ent. 
"T h ere was a general feeling th a t 
it would be a godsend if A ndrew C ar­ 
negie was out of the business,” re­ 
plied .Mr. S cranton with a laugh. 
In one instance, dated back to 1897, 
the C arnegie Steel company, accord­ 
ing 
to the w itness, 
had an inside 
agreem en t 
with

com pany which did not com e to the 
know ledge of the o th er m em bers of

S ellin g Plan Fell T hro ugh. 


T hen the pool, he said, led to a 
plan to organize the Empire Rail com­ 
pany, which was to be a selling com ­ 
pany for all tho m anu factu rers, but 
the plan fell through.

for th a t " asked Mr. Colton. 
“A ndrew Carnegie. 
H e could not 
agree with the o th e r m em b ers,” re­ 
plied the witness. 
Subsequently an o th er rail pool was 
o rg anised in which t buries F. Schwab 
rep resented 
the 
C arnegie com pany, 
and Judge E lb e rt H. G ary, now chair­ 
man of th e steel corporation, repre­ 
sented the F ederal Steel company. 
"W e 
would 
m eet 
and 
suggest a 
price as 
among gentlem en, but as 
often we did not sell at the price 
agreed upon,” explained the witness. 
T his was in 1900. 
T he steel corporation was o rgan­ 
ized in 1901 and Mr. Colton w anted to 
know if by the acq uirem en t of the 
Carnegie, the Federal and th e N ation­ 
al Steel com panies, all consolidations 
in them selves, th e steel corporation 
didn't acquire "a p ercentage of the 
rail capacity of the country sufficient 
to control the price of stan d ard rails.” 
" I don’t think they could control 
th** price, but their sugg« d o n s would 
be 
favorably 
co nsidered,” 
said 
the 
w itness. 
Mr. Colton pointed to the fact that 
since the organization the price of 
rails had not varied from $28 a ton. 
“ I should think th a t indicated th a t 
som e 
understanding 
existed,” 
said 
Mr. Scranton.

K. Sickles, with an offer to 
raise $33,479 am ong the “ragged and 
maimed followers of L ee” to pay G en­ 
eral Sickles’ alleged debt to the state 
of New York.

In a tel* gram sent to G eneral Sickles 
from Gainesville, Ga., Mrs. Ijongslreet 
said she had telegraphed to the atto r­ 
ney general of the state of New York 
th at she would raise the money am ong 
th e Confederate veterans if allowed 
sufficient time.

tion,” were her closing words to G en­ 
eral Sickles. 
T he sheriff addressed his letter to 
J. P. Morgan, J. D. Rockefeller, An­ 
dre w C arnegie and the 450 m em bers 
of the sheriff’s 
panel, composed of 
w ealthy New Yorkers.

Transcript Work is Very Heavy and 
Dictaphone System will Facil­ 
itate Transcribing 


The court reporters of the 15th 
judicial district have installed the 
dictaphone system 
for getting out 
their transcripts, with th e central 
transcribing office situated in the dis­ 
trict chambers in this city. 
The 
transcript work in this district is 
very heavy and it is expected that 
th is system will greatly faciliate the 
getting out of the transcripts. 
Mr. 
Moody has secured an eflicient opera­ 
tor in Mrs. Clara Hough, who is ex­ 
perienced 
In dictaphone and t r a n ­ 
script work. 
Messrs. 
Alderman 
& Clark, 
who 
have their offices adjoining Judge Mc 
Clenahan's chambers will also use tho 
dictaphone system in connection with 
their office work. 
inc reporters of the district court 
read their shorthand notes into the 
dictaphone and the records are sent 
th e operator in Brainerd who attaches 
them to the machine run by electric­ 
ity and with a receiver resembling a 
telephone girl’s, hears the voice of the 
reporter. 
She can regulate th e delivery, hor 
speed in tin* work of transcription 
depending upon the difficulty of the 
matter to be typewritten. 
The re­ 
porter. as n a y often be the case, while 
reading his notes, comes upon a su r­ 
name or technical word and spells 
it out and gives instructions about 
punctuation, all of which are faith­ 
fully recorded by the machine and 
ground out again in Brainerd. 
lf there is some section the opera­ 
tor does not understand, she stops 
the dictaphone, goes back to the point 
and hears it over again. 
If there 
ic any question of dispute al>out a 
transcription, the dictaphone record 
is there as evidence, 
After a certain period the records 
are shaved clean by another machine 
and can be used over again. 
One 
record can thus serve IOO times be­ 
fore outliving its usefulness. 
The 
shorthand notes of th e reporters are 
preserved and filed with the various 
cases transcribed. 
Mrs Hough knows no minute of 
idleness and is kept busy from morn­ 
ing to n ight transc ribing ail the cases 
heard by Judge W. S. McCfemahan of 
Brainerd, J u d g e C. W. Stanton of Be­ 
midji and J u d g e b. F. Wright of Bark 
Rapids. 
And cases are becoming more num­ 
erous. indicating th a t the I 5th judic­ 
ial district is gaining in population 
and importance.

Upon the People Because There 
is no Competition 


Leon E. Lum of Duluth, who has 
large interests in the city, being one 
Of tile dirt1* tors of tin* First National 
bank of Brainerd and owning inin- 
< tai lands and interests on th e Boyu­ 
na iron range and also realty in 
Brainerd, was in the city today and 
when Interviewed 
regarding condi­ 
tions in Brainerd, of which he always 
keeps himself well informed, said: 
"Brainerd has no need of a new’ 
depot. 
It would not get as good a 
depot as the old one if a new one* w*ere 
built. 
People forget t h a t . they, the 
fn ight payers, must pay interest on 
ail new depots. 
‘‘The depot Braine rd has now is in 
filthy condition, a disgrace alike to 
the Northern Pacific railway and the 
city. 
The same condition existed in 
Duluth. 
We have a beautiful build­ 
ing there, but tile board of health was 
obliged to notify 
the company 
to 
* it her ch an It or te ar it down. 
’’For the past five years the North­ 
ern Pacific railway should have had 
a parlor car on the Brainerd-St. Baul 
train and they have imposed on the 
traveling public because there aas 
been no competition. 
"T he gasoline car is an experi­ 
ment and t h o company cannot be 
blamed lf it dots not wish to risk the 
experiment. 
They had a gasoline car 
runnin g into Duluth which could be 
used to try the experiment at Brain- 
* rd, but it would take two years to 
find out whether it was successful 
or not." 
When Mr. bum was asked to give 
his Views on the Bjorge tonnage tax 
bill w h ic h again bids fa*r to raise Itn 
head in the legislature, Mr. Lum was 
emphatic in his denunciation of that 
bill, and said: 
"The iniquitous tonnage tax bill 
lins again been introduced.

lait* Governor Johnson said: ‘SOME 
I* gist*tors who voted for it were hon­ 
est.’ 
There is nothing more to be 
said.’’’

Bari Zapffee, president of the Com­ 
mercial club, who is well versed in 
matters pertaining to Cuyuna range 
mineral lands and ore values, In an 
Interview this morning, stated jh e 
following: 
"The recently introduced tonnage 
tax bill is an iniquitous measure. 
It 
strikes at the vitals of Aitkin. Crow 
Wing, Morrison, Todd, Becker, Cass 
and Hubbard counties, because all of 
these have great interests and pros­ 
pects at stake in tnt' nature of future 
prosperity resulting from recent min­ 
eral developments. 
The introduction 
of this measure calls for Hie immedi­ 
ate and concerted action of every resi­ 
dent of this part of Minnesota, in 
off* ring opposition to the measure. 
Several years ago others fought for 
us. but this time it is our ow n fight. 
"Under tue provisions of the bill. 
Cuyuna orcs will be taxed 3c and 4e 
p> r ton, and Mesaba ores 3, 4 and 5c 
per ton. 
Four years ago we were 
baby-like and we cried at the pro­ 
posal of the tonnage tax, and with tho 
assistance of our larger neighbors, we 
won out. 
Now w’e have grown up 
and must fight for ourselves. 
Morri­ 
son, Todd, Becker, Otter Tail, Bass 
and 
Hubbard counties, with their 
mineral possibilities, some partly a* - 
\ eloped, are in the same position to­ 
day that we wert* in several years ago, 
aud it behooves them to stir and join 
with us, and save for themselves to­ 
day that which we nearly lost several 
years ago, 
"W e wonder why mining operations 
do not develop more rapidly about us. 
We contemplate on Brow Wing coun­ 
ty and B rsinerd’s future greatness 
because of the surrounding mineral 
deposits. 
If developed ore now* stays 
in the ground without a tonnage tax 
on It, when is it reasonable to sup­ 
pose tie game would be mined ^’ith 
a 3e or 4c tonnage tax added to it the 
moment it appears upon the surface. 
The state tax commission 
at 
the 
present time regulates th e taxation 
on all mineral properties, developed 
or not, based on the value of the ore 
in the ground. 
And then, this tax 
does not go to the county, but is dis­ 
bursed amongst the other state funds. 
’’lf we devote time and energy to 
advertise our agricultural resources 
and try to build up a thriving com­ 
munity,some concerted action must 
be taken to down this bill and not 
permit it to become a law and stifle 
us."
